A. R. Heizman Teils 
Rotarians Of Need 


Addressing mem bers of t,he New 
Castle Rotary club at its weekly 
luncheon meeting in The Gastle- 
ton. Monday noon, R otanan A. R. 
Heizman reviewed events which 
led up to some of our past wars, 
and told of how much we are un­ 
prepared for w ar today, just as we 
w ere in those days. 
It was necessary- to train our 
nu-n after the Spanish-American 
w ar broke out, and only the fact 
that 
Spain was 
in 
poor shape, 
m ilitarily speaking, that led to suc- 
ce>sful term ination of that war as 
quickly as it did. 
Recalls Teddy Roosevelt 
He reviewed the Russian-Japa- 
nese conflict, and of how’ Teddy 
Roosevelt quashed the desire of 
the Japs for war with us. after the 
Jap s felt the United States has 
w orsted them in the peace articles 
signed 
after 
that 
war 
ended. 
Roosevelt sent our fleet right into 
Yokohama harbor and brought Jap 
leaders aboard the fleet to see how 
well we w ere prepared 
The les­ 
son lasted. 
W orld W ars I and II found this 
country in just as bad a condition 
as far as m ilitary preparedness 
was concerned, as we ever were 
and then along comes the present 
threat 
for conflict with 
Russia, 
w ith the politicians doing little 
about it. 
The war in Korea, he stated, is 


term ed a police action, but al­ 
ready our forces have suffered 
50,000 casualties. 
O ur financial situation is just as 
badly fouled up, he stated, as our 
condition of preparedness. 
Dur­ 
ing World W ar II, he stated that 
he was connected with the fi­ 
nance departm ent of our govern­ 
ment, and one of the first things 
he was told by his superiors was 
that a billion dollars was not a 
lot of money. 
Dollar Cheapened 
The governm ent took lhe atti­ 
tude that the w ar debt was going 
to be paid for with cheap dollars, 
and our dollar today is worth 50 
cents, and will only be worth half 
that am ount before the govern­ 
m ent gets through with things. 
He spoke in conclusion of a 
letter w ritten by 
a G. 
I. 
who 
came back wounded from the last 
war, in which he stated that peace 
would never he attained until we 
ourselves quit fighting over small 
things, in our own household, our 
neighborhood, and to return to the 
comm andment 
“Thou 
shalt 
love 
thy neighbor as thyself.” 
Representatives of the Red Cross 
were present to type the blood of 
those at the m eeting, to help fill 
the need for blood and to prepare 
for a future need, should it arise.
